Suarez, Carter 
discuss nuclear 
fuel for Spain 


' , RAWALPINDI, Pakistan, April 
.30 (R). — Prime Minister Zul- 
.. fikar- Ali Bhutto’s government 
today contained a mass protest 
' here by opponents demanding 
1 that he resign, and prevented 
a mass march on his home. 

Police with batons and tea- 
rgas fought running battles with 
mobs in the streets of the old 
city of Rawalpindi, to keep pro- 
testers at least 3 kms from the 
premier’s house. 

Troops held in reserve were 
not needed to help keep order. 

Then Mr. Bhutto, 49, went 
out himself to tour troubles- 
- pots, riding in a jeep and att- 
ired in an imma c ulate pin-stri- 
ped suit with a rose in his la- 
peL 

Later, he also drove to the 
luxury Intercontinental Hotel 
for a surprise 45-minute mee- 
ting with the acting leader of 
the opposition, Pir Pagaro, who 
police had locked in his suite 
for 24 hours so he could not 
lead the demonstrations. 

"I am hopeful about the fu- 
ture,” Mr. Bhutto said, when 
asked afterwards if there wo- 
uld be a negotiated end to the 
crisis with' the opposition. 

His opponents launched their 
mass agitation soon after ele- 
ctions on March 7 - - which they 
alleged were rigged -- swept 
Mr. Bhutto's People’s Party ba- 
ck to power. 

Some 250 people have since 
died in street violence and three 
cities are under martial law. 
Most opposition leaders are de- 
. tained. 

Today's much-publicised day 
of protest, however, was blu- 
nted by the police show of 
force 

Mr. Bhutto declined to dis- 
close details of bis talks with 
Mr. Pir Pagaro, who has pla- 
yed a central role in discussion 
on possible terms for a dialo- 
gue among jailed leaders of the 
nine-party opposition Pakistan 
National Alliance (PNA). 

’■ ‘Tt was an entirely personal 
discussion," Mr. Bhutto said. 

In the streets today at least 
one demonstrator was shot and 
wounded in a clash with police, 
witnesses said. Stones thrown 
- by crowds hurt several police- 
men. 

Mobs burned the headquar- 
ters of the police anti-corrup- 
tion bureau and a fire engine 
was set on fire. 

The opposition said that in 
the past 48 hours police bad 
prevented many would-be de- 
monstrators entering Rawalpin- 
di, which is dose to the fede- 
ral capital of Islamabad. 

Mr. Bhutto had a strong po- 
lice escort for his drive into 
Rawalpindi today. 


At one point he stopped and 
addressed a crowd of about 
1,000 people, waving a letter 
which he said came from U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 

It was not immediately clear 
what it contained but the pre- 
mier alleged in parliament on 
Thursday that the U.S. was fin- 
ancing the opposition agitation. 

The U.S. denied this. Mr. Bh- 
utto said trouble had broken 
out primarily because he refu- 
sed to bow to American press- 
ure and give up plans to build 
a controversial nuclear fuel rep- 
rocessing plant 

Several foreign journalists 
watching the anti-Bhutto dem- 
onstrations today were accos- 
ted by pro-government suppor- 
ters shouting "down with Ame- 
rican agents.” 

One American photographer 
was threatened by men waving 
sticks when he tried to take pic- 
tures of the demonstrations. Po- 
lice intervened to prevent any 
violence. 

Some clashes broke out bet- 
ween opposition demonstrators 
and small pro-Bhutto groups. 
About a dozen pistol shots were 
fired in one skirmish but no-one 
was injured. 

In an earlier development, it 
has been announced that the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
Foreign Minister Ahmad Kha- 
lifa A1 Suweidi, apparently ac- 
ting at Mr. Bhutto's request, 
met the PNA leaders at SDi- 
ala yesterday. Pir Pagaro said 
that a Saudi Arabian emissary 
had been to see them the pre- 
vious day and both had offered 
to guarantee any political sett- 
lement between the governm- 
ent and the PNA. 

Opposition officials said that 
under a set of proposals being 
discussed, the PNA would agree 
to Mr. Bhutto remaining in of- 
fice while fresh national elec- 
tions were held. But the PNA 
would demand a share in the 
interim government, dissolution 
of state assemblies, resignation 
of state governors and the con- 
stitution of a new election com- 
mission. 

Mr. A1 Suweidi, on an official 
- visit here, has extended his st- 
ay, but it was not immediately 
known whether he would have 
a further meeting with the PNA 
leaders. He was due to leave 
late yesterday. 

The UAE foreign minister has 
had two meetings with Mr. 
Bhutto and was also present 
in parliament on Thursday ni- 
ght when the prime minister 
accused the United States of 
guiding and financing the PNA 
agitation for his removal. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). - 
Spanish Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez ended a brief visit sa- 
ying he found President Carter 
“very responsive” to Spain’s 
needs for nuclear fuel. 

At a press conference at the 
end of a one-day visit to Wa- 
shington, Senor Suarez said he 
and Mr. Carter had discussed 
the question Of U.S. u ranium 
exports to Spain and added the 
problem was “on its way to 
solution” 

The U.S. decision last month 
to temporarily suspend export 
of nuclear materials upset 
Spain and the Spanish govern- 
ment threatened to cancel nu- 
clear agreements with the Uni- 
ted States. 

The Spanish prime minister 
told reporters his country was 
particularly dependent on nu- 
clear fuels because it lacked 
natural petroleum reserves. 

Earlier President Carter told 
reporters he was impressed wi- 
th Spain’s move towards de- 
mocracy, adding that he thou- 
ght it Was “brilliant and mnoh 
more successful than we 
hoped. 

At his press conference the 
prime minister said he would 
be announcing his election 
plans next week in Spain. 

For the time being, he said, 
he was visiting world leaders. 

He added that his trips were 
to build a basis “for a more 
agile and flexible foreign poli- 
cy.” for Spain.

WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). 
— U.S. Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance yesterday briefed Is- 
raeli Ambassador S imeha Di- 
nitz on the latest Middle East 
talks earlier this week between 
U.S. leaders and His Majesty 
King Hussein. 

Emerging from a 45-minute 
meeting at the State Departm- 
ent, Mr. Dinitz told reporters:

Gash Emaoim 
to settle in 
Mas’ha today 


TEL AVIV, April 30 (R). — A 
group of men from the Gush 
Emunim said tonight they will 
start a new Settlement at Me- 
sTia pust across the pre-1967 
border tomorrow morning. 

They said they had govern- 
ment permission to establish 
the new village next to the 
Nahal (army and forming unit) 
settlement at Mes’ha, set up by 
the government earlier this 
month. 

The first 15 men from Gush 
Emunim, an organisation which 
has made several attempts to 
establish unauthorised settlem- 
ents in the occupied West Bank 
in recent years, will begin re- 
pairing the abandoned Jordan 
police post on the Mes’ha hill- 
top so they can bring their fa- 
milies there within a fortnight. 

The nahal group is living in 
tents nearby-' 

The government has allow- 
ed the Mes'ha settlement as a 
defence post because it is built 
on a hilltop overlooking Tel 
Aviv and the heavily-populat- 
td area around it.

He said any full assessment 
of the prospects for peace wo- 
uld have to await the comple- 
tion of the U.S. talks with va- 
rious Middle East leaders. Pre- 
sident Carter has already met 
Israeli, Egyptian and Jordanian 
leaders and will see Syrian and 
Saudi leaders next month. 

Mr. Dinitz said that from 
King Hussein's public statem- 
ents in Washington it appear- 
ed that King Hussein appeared 
to have a “sober” view of dea- 
ling with the Palestinian ques- 
tion. 

The King was speaking pri- 
marily about self determination 
for Palestinians and definitely 
had not made himself the cha- 
mpion of a Palestinian state or 
of the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation, the ambassador 
said. 

Asked about press reports 
today that Israel had obtained 
by stealth 200 tons of uranium 
several years ago, he said this 
had been denied flatly in Israel. 


AMMAN, April 30 (R). — King 
Khaled of Saudi Arabia flew 
home today to a big pop ular 
and official welcome after me- 
dical treatment in London, Ri- 
yadh Radio reported in a bro- 
adcast monitored here. 

The monarch, who underw- 
ent hip surgery, was given a 
rousing welcome by thousands 
of people as his private jet to- 
uched down at Riyadh airport. 

He was at a private hospital 
in London for two months, 

A commentary by the state- 
run radio said the big welcome 
and the sincere feelings ex- 
pressed both by Saudis and 
other Arabs were tantamount 
to a public poll on the King- 
dom’s policies. 

“They also represent an ap- 
preciation of the kingdom’s po- 
sition and its honourable stand 
in the servir® of the Arab cau- 
se.” it added. 

The radio commentator des- 
cribed the welcome as one of 
the most spectacular scenes in 
the country’s history and said 
it was "the greatest demonstra- 
tion of love and allegiance” to 
the king . 

Crown Prince Fahd Ibn Ab- 
dul Aziz led members of the 
ruling family, government lea- 
ders, the diplomatic corps and 
popular delegations from all 
parts of the kingdom in gree- 
ting the monarch. 

The King was embraced by 
members of the ruling family 
as he stepped down from the 
aircraft. 

The national anthem was 
played and King Khaled revie- 
wed a guard of honour before 
entering the VIP lounge at the 
airport where government lea- 
ders from neighbouring Gulf 
states joined well-wishers in 
greeting the monarch. 

The commentator said the 
king’s era had consecrated se- 
curity, prosperity and justice 
in the country. It was thanks 
to the Saudi leaders’ farsight- 
edness;. not the country’s oil 
wealth, that Saudi Arabia had 
occupied a distinctive position 
among world countries, he ad- 
ded. 

Schoolchildren, who were gi- 
ven the day off for the occa- 
sion, lined the city streets, de- 
corated with triumphal and 
illuminated arches, to cheer the 
royal procession. 


PLO official says in an interview: 

is trying to solve Palestine 


problem “at the expense of some Arabs” 


AMMAN April 30 (R). — A 
Palestinian leader said in an 
interview published here today 
that the United States was try- 
ing to solve the Palestine prob- 
lem at the expense of some 
Arabs. 

Mr. Abdel Muhsen Abu Mar- 
ine Liberation Organisation to- 
ld the newspaper A1 Akhbar 
zar, spokesman for the Palest- 
that Arab countries should coo- 
rdinate their efforts to "reject" 
U.S. designs. 

He said : “So far as indica- 
ted by ,its policy, America is 
trying to substitute the right of 
the Palestinian people' to repat- 
riation by settlement It is also 
trying to bypass their right to 
set up an independent state on 
their homeland. 

“Such attempts self-expres- 
sed in statements made by (U.S. 
President) Carter and other Am- 
erican leaders so far are not fit 
to serve as a just and sound 
basis to solve the Middle East 
conflict”, he added. 

“In fact we consider them 
a dishonest attempt to bypass 
the core of the problem in the 
region, namely the Palestine 
case and the rights of the Pal- 
estinian people,” he said. “This 
is because the principles and 
trends on which the American 


statements are based constitute 
a clear attempt to solve the 
Palestine problem at the ex- 
pense of some Arabs.” 

Mr. Abu Maizar. who also 
beads the PLO Executive Com- 
mittee's National and Interna- 
tional Relations Department, 
said : “In other words, America 
wants to absolve Israel from 
responsibility for rendering our 
people homeless and depriving 
them from the right to self- 
determination and building an 
independent state on their hom- 
eland. 

"We warn (the Arabs) against 
being cheated by these Ameri- 
can principles and trends. We 
have already made clear out 
attitude towards them and ur- 
ged the need for resisting them. 

“To ensure that such attem- 
pts are foiled, it is necessary 
to abide by the Rabat summit 
resolutions and coordinate Arab 
efforts to reject these designs,” 
he added.. 

Replying to question Mr. Ma- 
izar described the Soviet stand 
on PLO participation in the Ge- 
neva peace conference as clear, 
frank and decisive. 

He said the Soviet attitude 
was not new and had been ex- 
pressed several times, the last 
of which was in the recent Sy- 


rian-Soviet joint statement 
when the Soviet Union "affir- 
med that the PLO, as a basic 
party to the Middle East con- 
flict, should attend the Gene- 
va conference on equal footing 
as others concerned in the ma- 
tter.” 


BEIRUT, April 30 (AFP). — A 
new Palestinian refugee camp 
will be built in South Lebanon 
to take hundreds of families 
displaced from the Beirut area' 
by the Lebanese civil war, reli- 
able sources said today. 

' According to the sources, the 
decision, was one of the results 
of yesterday’s meeting between 
President Elias Sarkis and Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

The refugees expelled from 
the Tal A1 Zaatar camp east 
of Beirut when it was seized by 
rightwing forces, were tempor- 
arily occupying the leftist- 
held rightist Christian village 
of D amour, about 20 kms south 
of Beirut. 

The sources said it had been 
decided to build the hew camp 
at Bassiryeh near Saida and 
the Palestinians would be mo- 
ved there by early June, allow- 
ing the original residents of 
Damour to return. 

The other main topic at yes- 
terday’s meeting, the sources 
said, was how to apply the 
1969 Cairo agreement which re- 
gulates relations between the 
Palestinians and the Lebanese 
state. 

Mr. Arafat expressed the co- 
ncern of the Palestinians that 
their camps were insufficiently 
protected by the number of mi- 
litia permitted under the agre- 
ement (seven per thousand in- 
habitants). 

He was reported to have dis- 
agreed with President Sarkis on 
this subject and on the ques- 
tion of supply routes to Pales- 
tinian bases in south Lebanon. 

But he promised to do his 
best to eliminate the obstacles 
preventing the full application 
of the Cairo agreement, the 
sources added. 

The newspaper A1 Nahar re- 
ported that they discussed the 
possibility of forming a joint 
Lebanese-Palestinian military 
committee to carry out the ag- 
reement 

It said Mr. Sarkis told the 
PLO leader he was determined 


to have the agreement applied 
and he hoped the Palestinian 
leadership would respond favo- 
urably a# soon as possible. 

In a separate development 
the 28-year-old son of assassin- 
ated Lebanese leftist leader Ka- 
mal Junblatt was today dec- 
lared Ms successor as president 
of the Progressive Socialist Pa- 
rty. 

Mr. Walid Junblatt, a politi- 
cal science graduate from the 
American University of Beirut, 
was declared returned unnop- 
posed in f party election. 


PLO denies 
arrival of

AMMAN. April 30 (R>. — A 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion spokesman denied here to- 
day that a delegation was in 
Amman to discuss a possible vi- 
sit to Jordan by PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat. 


The spokesman described a 
report to this effect by the Ku- 
wait newspaper A1 Qabas as 
completely unfounded. 

He said a date for a visit by 
Mr. Arafat to Jordan had not 
been set. 


A1 Qabas reported that Mr. 
Arafat was expected to visit 
Amman on May 20 and that 
a delegation led by National Co- 
uncil Speaker Khaled A1 Fa- 
houm arrived here on Wednes- 
day to prepare for the trip. 


During an Arab summit con- 
ference in Cairo earlier this 
year. His Majesty King Huss- 
ein invited the Palestinian lea- 
der to visit Amman, but no 
date for the journey was fixed.

CAIRO, April 30 (R). — Egypt 
and Syria have agreed to expel 
the Libyan Jamah in yah (form- 
erly Libya) from the Federation 
of Arab Republics (FAR) and 
replace it with Sudan, the wee- 
kly political review Rose A1 Yu- 
ssef reported In its edition pre- 
pared for distribution tomorrow. 

The magazine said the deci- 
sion would be announced tomo- 
rrow but it did not elaborate. 


Perez: “OPEC will solve its problems” 


TEHRAN. April 30 <R). — Pre- 
sident Carios Andres Perez of 
Venezuela flew to Baghdad 
today, expressing satisfac- 
tion about his six-nation Gulf 
tour to help resolve an oQ pri- 
ce dispute among the 13-nation 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC).

"My categorical answer is 
that the results of my trip ha- 
ve been very satisfactory. 
OPEC will solve its problems,” 
he told a press conference be- 


fore flying off to Iraq, 
fifth leg of his tour. 

This was as for as he could 
go when pressed about the out- 
come of his discussions with 
the leaders of Qatar, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia and Iran. 

In any case the president co- 
uld not be more explicit, be- 
cause Hawkish Iraq’s approval 
is also considered important 
for the acceptance of any pea- 
ce fozmula he might have 
Then there are other OPEC 
hard-liners like Libya and Al- 


geria which President Perez is 
not visiting in his current tra- 
vels. 


After the press conference, 
the president drove to the air-, 
port, where at the royal pa- 
rtition he had talks lasting ne- 
ariy an hour with the Shah 
of Iran before taking off for 
Baghdad. 


President Perez told his press 
conference that the two-tier 
price problem would be resol- 
ved at the proper time. 


Observers said if such a de- 
cision were contemplated Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat would per- 
sonally make the announcem- 
ent in his May Day speech in 
Alexandria tomorrow. 

The loose federation was cr- 
eated about six years ago.

“both Egypt and Syria have 
terminated the federation with 
Libya because of differences 
between their governments.”

His report would also deal 
with a reported Cuban prese- 
nce in the Libyan Jamahiriyah. 

The government has prepared 
a plan for the possible expu- 
lsion of all 250,000 Egyptians 
working in the Libyan Jamahiri- 
yah, the - magazine said. 


NAIROBI. April 30 (R). — Pre- 
sident Idi Amin of Uganda re- 
turned to Kampala today from 
Zaire, and said his troops 
there were helping Zaire so that 
they could then march on South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

Uganda Radio quoted Presi- 
dent Amin as saying that Za- 
ire's southern province of Sha- 
ba, where government troops 
are fighting rebel forces, was 
“a key area for the African 
advance on South Africa and 
Rhodesia.” 

He said Uganda was “assis- 
ting Zaire to fight against the 
rebels so that he could march 
his troops from there to libe- 
rate South Africa,” the radio 
reported. 

In Kinshasa, the official news 
agency Azap reported that Pre- 
sident Amin left Zaire last ni- 
ght for home after a visit to ad- 
vanced positions held by the 
Moroccan-backed Zairese gove- 
rnment forces in Shaba. 

He visited the town of Mut- 
shatsha, the forward headquar- 
ters. of the Zaire-Moroccan 
advance, it said. Azap reported 
earlier that President Amin was 
leading a platoon of Ugandan 
“suicide strike force” troops to 
the battlefront. 

Uganda Radio, monitored 
here, said President Amin had 
left behind six Ugandan batt- 
alion commanders who had go- 
ne to the front at Mutsbatsha 
from where they would form a 
joint command with Moroccan 
and Zairese troops under the 
command of President Mobutu. 

President Amin blamed An- 
gola for the invasion of Shaba, 
the radio said, and also said 
some mercenaries had entered 
the province from Zambia. 

The Ugandan leader, who sa- 
id he had flown over the front- 
line in a helicopter with Pre- 
sident Mobutu Sese Seko of 
Zaire, warned that the super- 
powers should not give arms 
to the rebels. 

“He thanked the United Sta- 
tes, France, China, Morocco 
and Belgium for giving mate- 
rial assistance to the people of 


Zaire,” the radio added. 

He described the morale of 
his troops in Zaire as vexy high, 
but did not say how many were 
in Shaba. 

On the Zaire trip the presi- 
dent was accompanied by his 
10-year-old son Moses. 

During the visit the field ma- 
rshal inspected captured Soviet 
and East German weapons and 
sampled American combat ra- 
tions, Uganda Radio said. 


His statement that Shaba -- 
the former Katanga -- was a 
better base for African nation- 
alist movements than Tanzania 
reiterated a point of view he ad- 
vanced two years ago. 

Neither Shaba nor Tanza- 
nia has a border with South Af- 
rica . 

Uganda Radio quoted Presi- 
dent Amin as saying that mer- 
cenaries from Zambia had en- 
tered Shaba.

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No breaking away 
from the apron strings 

The election of Mr. Walid Junblatt to head of the 
Progressive Socialist Party is more eloquent testim- 
ony to the continued dominance of the confessional 
unit as the ultimate basis of power in Lebanese po- 
litics than a thousand commentaries on the subject. 

This is not meant as a criticism of Mr. Walid 
Junblatt himself, who from all indications is an up- 
standing young man whose influence in Lebanese 
politics to date has been to the good of all concerned 
and whose record is as unblemished as his short 
career in politics. It was he who stemmed the tide of 
blood-letting at the time of his father’s assassination 
and openly disavowed all claims to vengeance, there- 
by doing his country an immeasurable service. He is 
educated, modem and to all indications as cosmo- 
politan as they come. 

Yet it is precisely his inexperience, his previous 
declarations of non-involvement in politics that 
makes his virtual appointment to the leadership of a 
lay socialist party all the more striking. Surely he 
did not work his way up through the ranks and 
clearly the fact that he had inherited the quasi-feudal 
leadership of most of Lebanon’s Druze community 
must have swayed the decision, which he was no 
doubt reluctant, if willing, to accept. 

Granted the name Junblatt carries a lot of poli- 
tical weight in Lebanon, just as the Kennedy name 
does in the United States. Yet it was not the family 
connection alone, with its public appeal to a signifi- 
cant segment of the population, but the confessional 
power base which the family possesses that must 
have decided the matter of his election. 

Let us not be naive; pragmatism is part and 
parcel of politics, yet this particular bit of pragmat- 
ism, so artfully used by the Progressive Socialist 
Party, is indicative of a general Lebanese malaise. 
If the party felt it could not stand on its own feet 
and had to lean on confessional crutches, it means 
that the declared objectives of the country’s leftist 
parties : secularisation and the transformation of the 
power structure in Lebanon, leading to the introduc- 
tion of a semblance of Western democracy, is one of 
the major victims that fell by the wayside in the 
course of the civil war.

Opinions differ 
in meeting of 
Marxist editors, 
source reports

PRAGUE, April 30 (AFP). — 
Differences of opinion betwe- 
en pro-Soviet and Euro-Com- 
munists have em e r ge d clearly 
during a private meeting of 
the editorial committee of the 
international Marxist ma gayinp 
Problems of Peace and Social- 
ism. which ended here last 
night, a Western communist 
source said. 

. The meeting, held every 
three years and attended this 
time by the representatives of 
75 Eastern, Western and Third 
World Communists parties, 
bad never bear so animated, 
the source added. 

Speakers sometimes went 
beyond the strict terms of the 
committee,* whose- job was to ' 
review the magazine's prog- 
ress and determine Its future 
direction and content. The 
Soviet Union, whose principal 
representative, party Politburo 
candidate member Boris 
Ponomarev, on Wednesday at- 
tacked systematic human 
rights violations in Western 
countries, and apparently pro- 
posed a resolution on this sub- 
ject closely reflecting its views. 

But this initiative ran into 
opposition particularly from 
French delegate Marcel Trigon, 
a member of his party’s cent- 
ral committee, the source said. 
The Italian and Spanish dele- 
gates also probably took a si- 
milar view in their speeches. 

Positions seem to have been 
as basically clear-cut over the 
principal question on the agen- 
da the magazine’s direction 
and its openness for the var- 
ious trends now being expres- 
sed in the international com- 
munist movement 

Up to now Problems of 
Peace and Socialism, whose 
headquarters are here, has al- 
ways taken a very pro-Soviet 
line in recent issues. It inc- 
luded articles by Mr. Todor 
Zhivkov and Mr. Janos Radar, 
General Secretaries of the 
Bulga ri an and Hungarian par- 
ties, frankly hostile to Euro- 
communism. 

It does not seem that the 
parties closest to Moscow 
would want to see the maga- 
zine feature the debate bet- 
ween the Communist parties 
in power in Eastern Europe and 
those in the West 
In the name of Czechoslovakia 
Mr. Duner Vasil Bilak summed 
up the view of his peers. 

“We understand that the dif- 
ferent conditions in which the 
brother parties are sometimes 
lead to different opinions,” he 
said. 

“But the representatives of 
these brother parties should 
raise these questions in the 
pages of the review to rein- 
force the solidarity of the com- 
munist movement, and not to 
make them into factors of di- 
vision and turn the parties 
against each other." 
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troopers dropped behind insur- 
gent lines in an attempt to 
hasten the defeat of the re- 
bels. 

Western diplomats ascribe 
President Mobutu’s success to 
his astute organisation of in- 
ternational help, the lack of 
cohesive opposition to his rule 
and to a fine sense of tuning 
that brought him to Shaba 
as the tide turned against the 
rebels. 

This dusty railhead, a mere 
dot on the map of Zaire set 
among soaring eucalyptus 
trees in the remote reaches 
of Shaba, formerly called 
Katanga, has become a sym- 
bol of Gen. Mobutu’s resolve 
to put down the invasion, 
which started in early March. 

President Mobutu says the 
invaders, former Katangese 
gendarmes, came from Angola 
with Soviet and Cuban sup- 
port. The three countries deny 
the charge. 

Mutshatsha fell to the re- 
bels early in the war, but was 
retaken after a month’s occu- 
pation. Some 1,500 Moroccan 
troops, called in to help, sup- 
ported government forces as 
the rebels melted away. 

By gaining support from 
West-leaning Morocco, Presi- 
dent Mobutu scored two dear 
diplomatic points --he kept 
the dispute, nominally at least, 
African in nature . in accord- 
ance with OAU principles, and 
he bolstered his country’s im- 
age as a bulwark against 
Soviet expansionism in the 
continent, observers said. 

He was quick to fly in here 
after the town fell on April 
24, posing readily for Western 
photographers and taunting 
the West to support him. “If 
Europe trembles whenever 
Brezhnev coughs, it is not for 
me,” he said. 

President Mobutu has sought 
to put down the Soviet ver- 
sion of events in Shaba - - 
that it is a people’s uprising. 
By insisting that Angola was 
supporting a secessionist 
movement, he has also tried 
to discredit the Marxist 
Angolan government, with 
whom his relations have been 
persistently poor. 

“Every African country has 
its own Shaba.” One African 
diplomat said,” so nobody on 
the continent would like to 
bade separatism in any form.” 

Shaba has a long history of 
turmoil, * dating back to its 
secession as the independent 
state of Katanga for just over 
two years in the early 1960s 
under the late Mr. Moise 
Tshomhe. 

After President Mobutu's 
rise to power in 1965 as com- 
mander-in-chief of the nation- 


al array, the Katangese were 
again involved in uprisings in 
1966 and 1967. In both cases 
they were put down and the 
result was to strengthen the 
control exercised by President 
Mobutu's government. 

A glance at the official slo- 
gans accompanying his ' tour 
this week of Shaba indicates 
the kind of rule he has. 
"Mobutu is our only guide," 
one said. "We renew our faith 
in the guide” said another. 

Some foreign observers date 
his intense personality cult to 
a visit in 1973 to Peking where 
he saw at first hand the ex- 
ample of the late Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung 

In 1974, Mr. Mobutu’s writ- 
ings and teachings were en- 
shrined in the national philo- 
sophy of Mobutism. 

At the same time, tribal and 
ideological differences between 
opposition groups and an effi- 
cient close watch on any 
Zaire opposition have mini- 
mised public dissent. 

According to Western dip- 
lomatic sources, there are 
around 10 opposition groups 
in exile, but they vary in ideo- 
logical complexion from Marx- 
ism to liberalism. Few offer 
any politically mature ideas. 

A recent meeting in Geneva 
failed to reunite them, found- 
ering on the rocks of tribali- 
sm, ideological disparity and 
the rival ambitions of various 
opposition leaders to be pre- 
sident, the sources said. 

The weakness of the oppo- 
sition is compounded by the 
efficiency of internal security 
organs, the sources said. 

The threat posed to the pre- 
sident by the Shaba invasion 
was thus reduced since there 
was no single figure who 
could speak for opposition 
groups in any attempt to re- 
place him, the sources said. 

Recently his Shaba tour 
seems to have increased en- 
thusiasm among officially-orga- 
nised crowds turning out to 
meet him. 

Until the invasion, he had 
been credited with maintain- 
ing internal peace in the coun- 
try for 10 years after the vio- 
lent years of the 1960s. 

Despite this, the president 
faces problems. In Shaba Pro- 
vince, as elsewhere, inflation 
has virtually doubled prices 
over the past year and the 
world slump in copper prices 
has hit Shaba’s main source 
of prosperity. 

It also remairs to be seen 
how much the international 
help President Mobutu has re- 
ceived during the invasion 
from the U.S., Belgium, France 
and Morocco will alleviate his 
economic difficulties. 


Carter’s 1st 100 days 
stamp him as a vdry 
active new president

WASHINGTON. April 30 (R). 
— President Carter yesterday 
completed 100 days in office 
after launching a series of 
bold initiatives which stamp 
him as one of the most active 
new men in the White House 
since President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 44 years ago. 

Since Mr. Roosevelt took of- 
fice in 1933 and started the 
practice of taking an admi- 
nistration’s measure after its 
first 100 days, few presidents 
have approached his pace of 
activity. 

Mr. Jimmy Carter appears 
to be one of them. 

But, unlike Mr. Roosevelt’s 
early concentration on econo- 
mic measures to pull the country 
out of the Great Depression, 
President Carter’s efforts have 
shown an extraordinary and 
unexpected emphasis on fore- 
ign affairs. 

His stress on running an 
open government and discus- 
sing policies in public has won 
him much popularity. But, inc- 
reasingly his handling of fore- 
ign affairs is tending to return 
to traditional secret diplomacy. 

Initiatives are under way in 
half a dozen areas of foreign 
policy. 

These are to bring peace to 
the Middle East, a transition 
to black majority rule in 
Rhodesia, drastic joint reduc- 
tions in nuclear arsenals with 
the Soviet Union, reconciliation 
with Cuba and Vietnam, a 
curb on the spread of nuc- 
lear weapons and heightened 
world concern . over human 
rights. 

‘There’s . hardly a place on 
the face of the earth where 
this State Department hasn’t 
touched,” Mr. Carter’s Ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, 
Andrew Young, told reporters 
recently. 

“But three months have not 
been enough time to develop 
comprehensive policies.” 

The outspoken Mr. Young 
himself is symbolic of prob- 
lems the administration has 
had in its early days. The 
black former civil rights lead- 
er has spoken positively about 
the current role of Cuban 
troops in Angola, warned 
Americans against being para- 
noid about communism and 
stated that he did not want 
to have much to do with the 


South African government. 

In the process, he has moved 
well ahead of the formulation 
of policy and had to make an 
embarassing number of retrac- 
tions. His views on South, 
Africa nuke it very difficult 
for him to deal with that coun- 
try, diplomats say. 

The president also has had 
to retreat from positions. He 
abandoned his proposal for a 
$50 tax rebate, backed down 
on vetoing what he considered 
to be wasteful water develop- 
ment projects and withdrew 
his nomination of Mr. Theodore 
Sorensen to head the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

AU were strategic retreats 
in the face of heavy cong- 
ressional opposition, but they 
left political supporters be- 
wildered and legislators irrita- 
ted. 

“Cumulatively, the compro- 
mising suggests an excessive 
haste either in the embrace of 
policy of withdrawal from it," 
the New York Times commen- 
ted in an editorial. 

Nevertheless the president 
has won broad public approval 
for his overall approach, 
thanks in part to Ins ability 
to demonstrate his claim to 
being close to “the man in 
the street” 

Officials concede that the 
president’s penchant for ex- 
plaining his views on foreign 
affairs may cause problems in 
dealing with foreign leaders 
and that real agreements can 
be reached only through tra- 
ditional secret diplomacy. 

But they see his approach 
as essential to establishing his 
freedom to negotiate abroad. 

“We are trying to demysti- 
fy foreign policy,” one admi- 
nistration official said. “Fore- 
ign policy was inadequately 
explained by the last admi- 
nistration. Our objectives must 
be explained and understood 
so that our policy can be sold 
to Congress.” 

Unlike former President 
Ford, who leaned heavily on 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, Mr. Carter himself 
sets the tone for American 
foreign policy. 

Recently he told visitors to 
his office that he was putting 
a very heavy emphasis on 
solving the Middle East situa- 
tion this year because it was 
taking a great deal of his and 
Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance’s time. 

Despite some initial adverse 


reaction from both sides in 
the Middle East c onfli c t , 
consensus seems to be art 
ing around the outlines of Mr. 
Carter's approach. This is that 
Israel ultimately must with- 
draw from the occupied ter- 
ritories except for minor bor- 
der adjustments. Palest inians 
must have a homeland and 
Arab countries must agree to 
normal relations with Israel. 

Less successful was his 
handling of American strate- 
gic arms proposals which he 
disclosed at a press conference 
on the eve of Mr. Vance’s trip 
to Moscow last month. The 
Soviet leadership bluntly re- 
jected both a proposal for 
broad cuts in both countries’ 
nuclear arsenals and one for 
minor reductions. 

Despite adverse reactions in 
Latin America and elsewhere, 
Mr. Carter has said be has 
no intention of backing down 
from his concern, over human 
rights. 

But officials do not expect 
him to repeat actions which 
greatly angered Soviet autho- 
rities, such as sending a let- 
ter to dissident leader Andrei 
Sakharov. 

The administration’s pro- 
nouncements on human rigl 
abuses abroad have grown « 
frequent and Mr. Vance, in a 
forthcoming policy statement, 
is expected to broaden the de- 
finition to include economic as 
well as political rights. 

Mr. Carter has been given 
high marks by critics for his 
handling of some other over- 
seas issues. 1a dealing with 
Zaire, for example, he refused 
President Mobutu's request 
for arms and ammunition to 
combat rebel invaders in Shaba 
Province. 

By limiting American in- 
volvement, he opened the way 
for African countries to pro- 
vide support for the Zaire gov- 
ernment. 

The Zaire situation has one 
thing in common with Mr. 
Carter's handling of a likely 
joint initiative with Britain 
over Rhodesia, the successful 
negotiations with Cuba over 
fisheries boundaries and forth- 
coming talks with Vietnam on 
normalising relations. 

They are - being treated ~ In 
confidence and without a great 
deal of public discussion. 

Many officials here expect 
this will increasingly be the 
pattern of Mr. Carter’s fore- 
ign policy. 


May Day rally in Guyana could spell trouble 


GEORGETOWN, Guyana, Ap- 
ril 30 (R). — A rising wave of 
dissatisfaction among workers 
has brought fears of a con- 
frontation between government 
and labour in . the Socialist 
Guyana Republic. 

Major union concerns are 
expected to surface on Sunday 
during a mass rally to mark 
May Day. These could give a 
clearer indication of just how 
wide the gap has become bet- 
ween the government and the 
workers who, through the 
Trades Union Congress (TUC), 
have solidly supported the rul- 
ing People’s National Congress 
Party in the past two elections. 

Labour leaders plan to go to 


Sunday’s rally with a wad of 
resolutions in defence of wor- 
ker interests and, as some have 
said, to safeguard hard won 
rights. 

The TUC is also making an 
assess m ent, based on a docu- 
ment prepared by four of its 
more militant affiliates, of the 
impact on real earnings of cri- 
sis measures implemented by 
the government this year. 

These include, among others, 
the scrapping or reduction of 
subsidies and higher costs for 
transport and food. 

The problem for the gov- 
ernment is how to steer a line 
between its tight economic po- 
licies and union statements that, 
in the face of fast rising living 
costs, there are certain mini- 


mum standards below which 
they cannot drop their de- 
mands. 

It may be significant that the 
Labour Ministry has beat taken 
over by a strong willed cousin 
of Prime Minister Forbes Bur- 
nham, Mr. Hamilton Green, 
from the more amiable Mr. 
Winslow Carrington who had 
held the post since 1968. 

According to the state press 
here Mr. Green plans a major 
policy speech at the rally during 
which he intends to “point the 
new direction labour should 
take.” 

The first indication that un- 
rest among workers was reach- 
ing significant proportions came 
when Georgetown’s municipal 
workers walked off the job, le- 


aving rubbish to mount up in 
the streets. 

Mayor Kenneth Short promp- 
tly called in the army, national 
servicemen and the newly cre- 
ated People’s Militia to dear 
the streets, bringing an angry 
retort from TUC General Sec- 
retary Joseph Pollydore. 

Mr. Pollydore said in a radio 
talk that the use of uniformed 
personnel in this way was 
“most undesirable. 

"Perhaps it is felt by some 
that the workers are so daft 
that they would be incapable of 
perceiving the use of the Pe- 
ople’s Militia as the emergence 
of a new industrial relations 
trend in the public sector which 
poses a threat to their securi- 
ty,” he said. 


Since the municipal workers 
went on strike, government 
printers prevented the publica- 
tion of state ne w spa pe rs for 
four days before getting partial 
agreement to their wage de- 
mands. 

A sister company running a 
radio station is now faced with 
a three-day strike ultimatum 
and nurses were meeting later 
this week in an emergency ses- 
sion to discuss a strike threat 
over wages. 

With the workers’ traditional 
political loyalties to the ruling 
party now blurred by the shor- 
tage of cash to pay for basic 
domestic necessities, the gov- 
ernment will need to handle the 
situation carefully if confron- 
tation is to be avoided.

Jordan first celebrated 
May Day in 1971 

AMMAN (JNA). — Jordan Sunday celebrates May Day 
(Labour Day) which was first recognised as an official 
national holiday in Jordan in 1971. 

At present Jordan has 17 labour unions, all. of which 
are members in the General Federation of Labour 
Unions. 

The Jordanian labour movement witnessed the birth 
of the first union in 1953, one year after His Majesty 
. Kong Hussein's accession to the throne- The first labour 
law enacted by parliament at the time allowed 7 or 
more persons working for the same institution or in the 
same field to organise themselves into a labour union 
for the protection of their rights. The first association of 
this kind to be set up was the construction workers 
union. 

The General Federation of Labour Unions was esta- 
blished in 1954, when the 10 unions which had come into 
existence by then such a federation. Its declared aim 
was to contribute to the industrial development of the 
country, increase production and raise the workers’ sta- 
ndard of living. 

The government, in its efforts to improve workers’ 
conditions, had established many childcare and mater- 
nity centres and launched housing projects for workers 
in the low-income bracket. 

This year. King Hussein issued a directive for the 
enactment of a social security law.

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IMF issues 


anti-protectionism statement 
ig to boost lending power 


while agreeing 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). 
— Finance ministers of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund 
memb er countries have made 
plans to boost the organisa- 
tion’s lending power. 

They also issued a strong 
statement opposing protection- 
ism. 

After two days of discus- 
sions, the IMF interim com- 
mittee agreed in principle on a 
major proposal to increase the 
fund’s lendable resources. 

The plan, drafted by the 
fund’s Managing Director Mr. 
Johannes Witteveen, will estab- 
lish a special fund to enable 
the IMF to help members fac- 


ing balance of payments diffi- 
culties. 

Other means of increasing the 
agency’s resources, however, 
such as a new allocation of 
special drawing rights, the fu- 
nd's own international account- 
ing unit, were temporarily put 
aside because of wide disagree- 
ment amon g committee mem- 
bers. 

Meeting just one week before 
a seven-nation economic sum- 
mit, the fiwanrp minis ters is- 
sued a strong warning against 
the emergence of protectionist 
trade policies. 

In a communique issued yes- 
terday, the interim committee 


said “any tendencies toward 
protectionist trade policies can- 
not be considered acceptable 
from an international point of 
view and should be strongly re- 
sisted.” 

“Indeed, increased attention 
should be paid to the need to 
reduce the existing restrictions 
on trade, 1 * it declared. 

The communique added: 
“Success in .the current nego- 
tiations in Geneva would make 
an important contribution to 
this end." 

The anti-protectionist state- 
ment, according to monetary 
sources, was the strongest cm 
trade ever issued by the group 
of 20 finance ministers. 


Talks proceed towards an 
international sugar, accord 


GENEVA. April 30 CAFF). ~ 
The two- week -old talks here 
between sugar producing and 
consuming countries are mark- 
ing time, most observers agree. 

The United Nations-sponsored 
conference, aimed at stabilising 
tiie price of the commodity, 
took place mainly behind clos- 
ed doors this week. 

On the bargaining table was 
a 131-page, 80-article, assess- 
ment of the market from the 
Internationa] Sugar Organisa- 
tion (ISO). 

But article-by-article discus- 
sion of the document did little 
if anything at all to bring dele- 
gates together on the issues at 


But even if other delegations 
accept the idea of a sugar fork, 
they would still have to work 
out technical aspects of a plan, 
making it unlikely that the con- 
ference would finish its work 


by the May 27 deadline. 

Still to be agreed, observers 
pointed out, would be maximum 
and minimum prices, the size 
and financing of stocks, and 
quota limits. 


Finance ministers of industrial 
nations held secret meetings in 
Versailles last Saturday 


Supporters of a quota system 
of distribution -- mainly Third 
World exporting countries -- 
and supporters of stockpiling 
-- mainly the nine-member Eu- 
ropean Economic Community 
(EEC) -- remained fundamen- 
tally divided. 

But hopes remained for prog- 
ress before the conference was 
slated to adjourn May 27, with 
two more readings of the ISO- 
proposed agreement scheduled 
-- though sources close to the 
proceedings were saying priva- 
tely that a second -session may 
be needed to reach an accord. 

There was some speculation 
that the United States propo- 
sal to use both quotas and st- 
ocks would amount to a com- 
promise solution. 

Under the U.S. plan, prices 
would be maintained between 
agreed levels by selling off st- 
ocks when they are at the low 
point and by fixing quotas when 
they reach the high point. 


PARIS, April 30 (AFP). — 
French Premier Raymond 
Barre yesterday confirmed that 
be held a secret meeting atr 
Versailles last Saturday with 
finance ministers of leading in- 
dustrial countries. 

He told newsmen that he had 
the “pleasure” of meeting U8. 
Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal, British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Denis 
Healey, West German Finance 
Minister Hans Appel and a 
representative of the Japanese 
finance minister. 

The premier declined to 
comment on the tenor of the 
talks, held- at his official sum- 
mer residence at Versailles. 

But Mr. Barre, who Is also 
Economy and Finance Minis- 
ter, explained that since he 
was himself unable to go to 
Washington for the monetary 
talks now under way there, 
some of his “colleagues" had 
indicated that they were pre- 
pared to come to France for 
a strictly private meeting.

Israeli defence 
research workers 


go on strike 


TEL AVIV, April 30 (R). — 
About 1,500 scientific research 
workers of the Israeli defence 
establishment went on strike 
yesterday for more pay as ef- 
forts were being made to clear 
the country s three ports fol- 
lowing a similar stoppage by 
merchant navy officers. 

The research workers staged 
a token 24-hour strike earlier 
this week but negotiations with 
the government broke down 
last night and the workers de- 
cided to strike. 

The marine officers ended 
their 23-day strike for higher 


pay and better working con- 
ditions Thursday night and re- 
newed negotiations with their 
employers. 

The shipping companies es- 
timated their financial losses 
at 50 million Israeli pounds 
(about three million steriing)- 

The govern m ent yesterday 
began to issue emergency 
back -to -work orders to a num- 
ber of the striking research 
workers. 

Defence ministry sources 
said the orders were neces- 
sary to allow highly-essential 
work to continue undisturbed.

The secret meeting was div- 
ulged when President Carter 
and Mr. Blumenthal unsus- 
pectingly exchanged a few 
words in front of switched-on 
microphones before a White 
House lunch this week. 

The British and U.S. trea- 
suries confirmed earlier yester- 
day that the meeting had been 
held. U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board Chairman Arthur Burns 
told correspondents during the 
International Monetary Fund 
meeting in Washington yester- 
day that financial questions 
had been discussed at 
Versailles, but refused to give 
any details. 

In London, a treasury source 
said it was not the first meet- 
ing of this kind organised by 
Mr. Bane.

Americans eat 
50 billion 
hamburgers 
a year 


* WASHINGTON, April 30 (AFP). — The World Bank is to float 
a 400 million marie, ($173.9 million) loan on the West German 
market, it announced yesterday. The bonds will bear interest of 
per cent and be repayable in 1987. They will be issued at 
99J5 per cent their nominal value.

NEW YORK, April 30 (AFP). 
— Americans devour 50,000 
million hamburgers a year. 

That worts out at an ave- 
rage of four per week per . 
American, or 40 per cent of 
the total U.S. meat consump- 
tion, statistics show. 

Snack bars that only serve 
the all-American hamburger 
make up 15 per cent of U.S. 
restaurants. It is the great 
American coast-to-coast gast- 
ronomic speciality, served on 
a bun with sauerkraut, mus- 
tard, onions, cheese, relish or 
practically anything tlwt 
strikes the earth’s fancy. 

The reason for the popula- 
rity of the hamburger is its 
chea p ness. In a restaurant it 
usually costs from one to two 
dollars. Inflation-conscious 
Americans are likely to make 
it 50 to 60 per cent of their 
meat diet by 1980, experts say. 

The hot dog runs a poor 
second in U.S. meat eating ha- 
bits. They eat a mere 1&000 
million a year, or about six 
a month per American. 


During recent debates on in- 
ternational economic trends, 
there has been growing con- 
cern over increasing Japanese 
exports that resulted in de- 
mands in Europe and the Un- 
ited States for import curbs or 
quota restraints. 

The ministers also approved 
new power for the surveillance 

of exchange rates by the 
fund. 

Dr. Witteveen summed up the 
meetings at a press conference 
saying that it was clear that 
the pause in world economic 
growth was now over and that 
recovery was under way. 

The meetings had clear imp- 
lications for the London Sum- 
mit the British Chancellor of 
tiie Exchequer, Mr. Denis Hea- 
ley, told a press conference 
earlier this week that the afflu- 
ent countries could use the 
summit as a forum to pledge 
their utmost to achieve the 
goals they have set for them- 
selves. 

He also said he hoped the 
summit would speed financial 
aid to countries suffering from 
balance of payments deficits. 

Mr. Healey said yesterday be 
hoped the International Mone- 
tary Fund would be able to set 
up the new facility for assis- 
tance to deficit countries by the 
end of the summer. 

Addressing a new conferen- 
ce, he confirmed that the fin- 


ance ministers meeting here in 
the IMF’s interim committee 
agreed to increase the IMF's 
capacity to lend to deficit co- 
untries but failed to decide by 
how much. 

"There are signs that the 
facility could be at least $10 
billion” Mr. Healey said. 

But he said it might take 
several weeks before Saudi 
Arabia would decide on the 
size of its contribution to this 
facility. 

The chancellor said there was 
"unanimous agreement” on the 
need for a new increase in 
quotas - - the “shares” of 
member countries which also 
determine their borrowing ri- 
ghts -- but he recognised that 
there were still considerable 
divergencies as to the size of 
the increase. 

Mr. Healey made it clear 
that the interim committee had 
rejected proposals for a new 
substantial allocation of spe- 
cial drawing rights (SDR’s) but 
would ask the IMF to examine 
the possibility of a ‘‘symbolic” 
allocation to strengthen the 
SDR’s. 

Mr. Healey said the 25,000 
million dollar “safety net” agre- 
ed within the framework of 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) -- but rejected last 
year by the U.S. Congress 
was now on the back burner 
or in the freezer.” 


Carter sends energy 
plan to Congress 
with strong warnings 


WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). 
— President Carter yesterday 
sent his national energy plan 
to Congress, describing the 
crisis which the United States 
faced as an invisible one “which 
grows steadily worse.” 

The presidents plan warned 
that the United States' posi- 
tion as a world leader would 
be weakened if it continued to 
increase its dependence on oil 
imports. 

“The current vulnerability to 
supply interruptions affects the 
whole structure of international 
relations,” the plan said. 

In presenting the plan, the 
president did not back down 
from his more unpopular pro- 
posals. 

Among these were a gradu- 
ated excise tax on care with 
heavy petrol consumption and 
a stand-by tax under which he 
could raise the current four- 
cent tax on petrol by up to 50 
cents over the next 10 years if 
petrol use exceeded the anti- 
cipated 1978 consumption of 
7.35 million barrels by more 
than one per cent. 

The plan said all nations sh- 
ared an interest in developing 
energy resources other than oil 
and gas. 

“The prognosis for the United 
States and the world is serious 
as current growth for oil con- 
tinues,” it declared. 


It envisaged a situation by 
the middle of the 1980s m 
which the United States could 
be vying for scarce ofl aga- 
inst its allies and other nations, 
“incl uding the Soviet Union. 

The objectives of the 

plan are: 

-- reduction of U.S. depen- 
dence on foreign oil and vuln- 
erability to supply interrup- 
tions;

CAIRO, April 30 (R). — Sudan 
Has joined the Arab Common 
Market, to become its fifth 
member, a spokesman for the 
Arab Economic Unity Council 
said here today. 

The market has been es- 
tablished a few years for dose 
economic coordination among 
Arab states Including market- 
ing, preferrential trade tariffs 
and other facilities. 

The other members are 
Egypt Syria, Jordan and Iraq.

“Avoidance” is the term 
used to describe a play de- 
signed to keep the danger 
hand off lead. But there is- 
another type of avoidance 
which is far more important 
— avoid going down in con- 
tracts which might make! 

South had just enough to 
respond at the two-level to 
his partner's opening bid. 
When North raised hearts. 
South decided that his 
doubleton queen in his part- 
ner’s suit merited a try for 
the vulnerable game. 

When this hand was play- 
ed in a major international 
championship, both de- 
clarers ducked the opening 
lead in dummy in an effort to 
keep West from attacking 
'dummy's king of diamonds. 
This would have been an 
admirable plan had not East, 
after winning the king, of 
clubs, shifted to a diamond!. 
West won the ace and con- 


tinued the suit ‘ and when 
East won the ace of spades 
he had a diamond to cash for 
down one- 

Declarer had his priori- 
ties mixed up. He should 
have realized that he could 
not afford to lose two dia- 
monds and a trick in each 
black suit. Instead of worry- 
ing about preventing West 


from gaining the lead to play 
a diamond through the lring, 
declarer should have been 
concerned about setting up 
dummy’s spade suit as quick- 
ly as possible. 


It. was of paramount im- 
portance to get a discard 
before declarer's stoppers in 
the minor suits were re- 
moved. For this plan to 

■ work, either the ace of dia- 
monds would have to be on- 
side, or East would have to 
have both aces and the king- 
queen of clubs. Therefore, 
declarer should have won 
the opening lead with dum- 
my's ace and drawn two 
rounds of trumps with the 
: ace and queen. The next step 
would be to lead the queen of 
spades and force out the 

■ace. The defenders can win 
■the ace of spades, cash a club 
and attack diamonds. But de- 
clarer will win the king of 
diamonds in dummy and take 
a diamond discard on a good 
spade, thereby assuring his 
contract.

* WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). — The United States yester- 
day announced its first government-to-government arms deal 
with Sudan - -a proposed sale of six C-130 military cargo air- 
craft worth $74 million. A Defence Department announcement 
of the proposed sale said spare engines and other parts, as 
well as technical assistance and training, were included in the 
deal. Government sources said President Carter approved the 
sale on April 7 and Congress was informed a few days later. 

* CAIRO, April 30 (AFP). — The Arab League Council will 
hold a special meeting here Monday to consider a report from 
a fact-finding mission it sent to the French territory of Afars 
and Issas (Djibouti) recently. Afterwards the council will con- 
sider whether to send observers to the territory for the May 8 
general elections self-determination referendum. 

* WASHINGTON, April 30 (R). — The Soviet Union has 
turned down the latest plea from the United States for the re- 
lease of Hitler's deputy, Rudolf Hess, now serving a life prison 
sentence in West Berlin’s Spandau Prison, the State Depart- 
ment said yesterday. Herr Hess, 83 and ailing, is guarded by 
U.S., British, Soviet and French guards. Any decision to re- 
lease Herr Hess must be approved by all four powers. 

* PARIS, April 30 (Agencies). — President Valery Giscard d’ 
Estaing yesterday visited the mummy of Pharaoh Ramses H in 
the Paris museum where French scientists are treating it for 
bacteria infection. The mummy was flown to France last Sep- 
tember. French scientists will in a few days start gamma-ray 
bombardment of the mummy in the final stage of its treat- 
ment. 

* NICOSIA, April 30 (AFP). — The Greek-Cypriot press is 
express i ng fears that the Turkish community wfll seek recog- 
nition for the idea of partition in Cyprus at next month's meet- 
ing of Islamic foreign ministers in Tripoli.

He said before acting, the 
United States should deter- 
mine the nature of the case, 
the prospects for effective ac- 
tion and whether it had main- 
tained its perspective. 

“If there is a pattern, is 
the trend toward concern for 
human rights or away from 
it? What is the degree of con- 
trol and responsibility of the 
government involved? And 
finally is the government wil- 
ling to permit independent, 
outside investigation?” 

Also, “will our action be 
useful in promoting the over- 
all cause of h uman rights? 
Will it actually improve the 
specific conditions at hand? 
Or will it be likely to make 
things worse instead? Is the 
country involved receptive to 
our interest and efforts? 

“Finally, does our sense of 


values and decency demand 
that we speak out or take ac- 
tion anyway, even though 
there is only a remote chance 
of making our influence felt?” 

President Carter’s amphasis 
on rights early in his administ- 
ration has found popular sup- 
port in Congress and with 
American public opinion but 
provoked harsh criticism ab- 
road. 

The United States cut mili- 
tary aid to Argentina, Uru- 
guay and Ethiopia, declaring 
there had been human rights 
abuses, and all have retalia- 
ted.
